If it develops that the wage) 
increases do not equal the antic- | 
ipated amount, the excess money | 
could be returned to the general | 
fund at the end of the fiscal year, | 
Ehrhardt said.

The new rule was adopted 
without a dissenting vote.

the union has denounced the 
circular as an evidence of bad 
faith. 

McDonald angrily displayed be- 
fore yesterday's negotiating ses- 
sion an eight-page pamphlet 
entitled “Last Offer for Strike 
Settlement—on which you may 
vote by secret ballot some time 


in January.” 

McDonald charged that com- 

any representatives already 
had made up their minds on a 
final offer to the union—the one 
made Nov. 15 and rejected — 
and thus were violating the spirit 
of collective bargaining. 

R. Conrad Cooper, chief com- 
pany negotiator, when questioned 
about the pamphlet, said that 
it meant just what it said as to 
being a final offer. 

Fair, He Says. 

Cooper called it ‘‘fair and rea- 
sonable’ and added: ‘We are 
always hopeful that in due 
course common sense, good 
judgement and concern for the 
welfare of the steel workers and 
the country will induce the union 
to accépt this fair settlement.” 

(Meanwhile the union com- 

plained to Mr, Eisénhower, the 
Waociated Press said, that Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Corp. has 
adopted a “‘speedup” while op- 
erating under the injunction. 
McDonald called it a ‘“‘sweat the 
workers and customers be 
damned” policy. 

(McDonald afinounced in- an 
address to the Maryland-District 
of Columbia AFL-CIO convention 
that he had written the President 
and cofigressional leaders asking 
for investigations of whether the 
company is violating the “status 
quo”’ terms of the 80-day Taft- 
which the industry is operating.) 

McDonald, heading a four-man 
union negotiating team, met for 
two and a half hours yesterday 
with the industry team headed 
by Cooper, who is executive vice 
president of United States Steel 
Corp. 

The meeting of the negotia- 
tors, the first since Nov. 15, was 
arranged by Joseph F. Finne- 
gan, director of the Federal 
Conciliation ani Mediation Serv- 
ice. No one involved in the talks 
offered the slightest hope that 
the talks had accomplished any- 


thing. 
Meetings Today. 

Finnegan met with company 
representatives this morning and 
was to meet separately this 
afternoon with. McDonald and 
his aids, 

Cooper, speaking for the in- 
dustry, said that the steel com- 
panies had made a “final offer” 
to the union on Nov. 15 and 
that it would not be amended. 
This involved what the compan- 
fes estimate as a 30-cent-an-hour 
“package” of wage increases 
and fringe benefits spread over 
Ja thtee-year . It also, calls 
for greater latitude for the com- 
panies in making work rules in 
the mills in the areas of work 
loads, vacations, . seniority .pre- 
rogatives and the like. © _ 

The union for its part remains 
adamant in its ‘final’ compro- 
mise proposal of a two-year con- 
tract calling for what it esti- 
mates as 22-cents an hour 


“package” to be paid over a/ 


two-year contract period. 

Neither side agrees that the 
figures provided by the other as 
to costs in the respective pro- 
posals are accurate. 

Moreover, McDonald asserted 
as he came out of the confer- 
ence that the companies’ formu- 
la for handling the work rules 
problem was as unacceptable as 
their wage proposals. 

He contended in a conference 
with reporters that the industry 
was still trying to squeeze more 
profits. out. of what he said was 
dilapidated machinery at the ex- 
pense of the steel workers, and 
that the union would not stand 
for it. 

Negotiators emerged from the 
conference with nothing but mu- 
tual defiance.

WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W.Va., Dec. 2 (UPI)—The gover- 
nors conference Committee on 
Roads and Highway Safety today 
called for a meeting with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to head off re- 


| duced Federal aid to states in 


the interstate superhighway pro- 
gram. 


Gov. Abraham A. Ribicoff of 
Connecticut said changes an- 
nounced in October would re- 
duce state allocations by $1,100,- 
000,000 the next three fiscal 
years. 

Ribicoff, committee chairman, 
said ‘‘We governors want to take 
a look at this and sit down with 
the governors, the Congress and 
the President.” 

He said the committee was 
especially concerned about ‘‘con- 
tract controls” under the inter- 
state program. He said these 
controls dictate to the states how 
and on what basis the roads 
will be built, 

“The Federal Government is 
telling the states what to do 
and how to spend the money for 
the first time in 40 years,” he 
said. 

Governors or other representa- 
tives of 35 states are meeting 
here in a two-day series of com- 
mittee meetings of the Council 
of State Governments. 

Among other things, the 
group’s executive committee will 
make plans for the annual gov- 
ernors’ conference at Glacier 
National Park next spring. 


The federal roads program, 
subject of some sharp criticism, 
was given top priority on the 
program. 

The states contend no one is 
sure now just how firm the fed- 
eral road building pledge is. 
They are openly’ questioning 
whether they can feel safe with 
commitments they have made— 
with promised federal. backing— 
during the current fiscal year 
and the years ahead.

It shows that on June 30, 1957, 
the United States held exclusive 
jurisdiction over 5050 installa- 
tions covering 8,100,000 acres in

4 per cent of all Federal holdings 
in the nation. In the rest, the 
states have retained full legisla- 
tive while granting the Federal 
Government the use of the land. 
Most federal installations fall in 
this category. 

More than half the exclusive 
federal property is controlled by 
the Army, Navy or Air Force. 
National parks, Veterans Admin- 
istration facilities, Post Offices 
and Federal prisons, among oth- 
er thiinngs, help swell the total. 

The largest single area of ex- 
clusive jurisdiction is Yellow- 
stone National park, comprising 
2,200,000 acres. There are many 
areas of only one-tenth of an 
acre, most of them sites for 
Coast Guard lights. 

Wyoming, with 2,200,000 acres, 
leads all states in total area un- 
‘der exclusive Federal jurisdic- 
tion. Arizona comes next with 
700,000 acres, Georgia has 500,- 
000 acres, California and Texas 
400,000 each, and New Mexico, 
Kentucky, North Carolina and 
Indiana 200,000 each.

Watch It, Santa 
A distraught grandmother telephoned the¥ 
other day to complain about an experience 
her granddaughter, aged two and a half, had 
with a department store Santa Claus. It 
seems this store had not one but five Santa 
Clauses on duty and the one to which the 
child was introduced scooped her up on his 
knee, posed for a photograph, and returned 
her to the grandmother. On reaching home 
the child began to cry and said Santa Claus 
had not spoken one word to her, and so, in 
her view, probably was not planning to bring 
her anything. It is difficult to criticize even 
a commercial Santa Claus, but it is hardly too 
much to ask that children be shown consider- 
ation. Anything else demonstrates, at the 
very least, a poor sense of public relations. 


Good Start on Foreign Aid 

President Eisenhower has taken the first 
step in behalf of an adequate foreign aid pro- 
gram for the coming fiscal year. He has 
favored the State and Defense departments 
over the' Treasury Department and Budget 
Bureau in indorsing a plan to ask Congress 
for about four billion dollars, a little more 
than.the Administration sought for the ‘cur- 
rent fiscal year but 800 million more than it 
obtained. The President’s approval was some- 
thing of a surprise, since it had been reported 
the Administration would ask only about what 
it got last year. Although the proposed in- 
crease is small, the fact that it is being sought 


should bolster the President on his forthcom- - 


ing world tour. 

Of the total request, about half reportedly 
would be earmarked for military aid. This is 
about 50 per cent more than Mr. Eisenhower 
received for this purpose from the last Con- 
gress and conforms to the recommendations of 
the Draper report. The additional amount 
would go for new advanced weapons for the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. The eco- 
nomic half of the program would include an- 
other 700 million dollars for the Development 
Loan Fund. es 

Mr. Eisenhower has done well to approve 
a larger program, and we are glad he decided 
against the budget-cutters in this instance. 
But the most difficult part of the job remains. 
That is to see the program through Congress 
with as much of it intact as possible. Senate 
and House usually reduce foreign aid requests 
by 10 to 20 per cent. There is no sign that 
the battle will be less intense next year. 


Unsetiled by the Salk Case 

With Federal Judge Philip Forman’s opin- 
ion dismissing the Government’s case against 
five manufacturers of Salk anti-polio vaccine 
there is no disposition to argue here. Judge 
Forman says the Government did not prove 
conspiracy to hold prices artificially high, and 
that, we suppose, is that. What we do not 
think has been settled to any degree whatever 
is the widely-held public opinion that the Gov- 
ernment took a beating from the drug manu- 
facturers in its massive purchases of the vac- 
cine for mass inoculation of young America.

Prior to the opening of the legisla- 
tive session, ‘“‘Brainwashing’ was 
mailed to the law makers. The book 
is. “an examination of 11 American 
history textbooks” used at Evanston 
Township High School at Evanston, 
Ill.—a wealthy, conservative, Republi- 
can community. fe 

Root’s basic thesis went like this: 
One third of the American prisoners 
of war in Korea were successfully 
brainwashed. Something must have 
been radically wrong for this to hap- 
pen. Perhaps the high school text- 
books were at fault. 


‘What are Root’s criteria for evaluat- 


ing “brainwashing”? Here are a few: 

If @ textbook refers to our type of 
government and to the United States 
as a democracy rather than a repub- 
lic, this is the first indication of trou- 
ble. Root asserts that by using the 
term democracy, students don’t know

For example, one textbook which 
he credits with having only 15 lines 
about Washington has more than 100. 
Out of curiosity I applied Root's stand- 
ard to his own book: Washington was 
mentioned or quoted 87 times and Jef- 
ferson mentioned or quoted 145 times. 

Root warns that most of these texts 
believe “at least subconsciously” in 
the welfare state. He charges that 
pictures in the books. are chosen to 
glorify the New Deal. 

Root uses the “line test” to check 
subversive leanings, and if Franklia 
D. Roosevelt and Wilson are given 
more lines than some of their prede- 
cessors, this is ‘‘the double standard.” 
By this easy method you can measure 
subversion by the inch. 

The obvious danger in this type of 
proposal is that a few super-patriots 
can frighten a school board into get- 
ting rid of an excellent textbook which 


expresses opinions contrary to those — 


of the protestors, 

A ‘second danger is that if this 
should happen the textbook publishers 
might find themselves under economic 
pressure to print textbooks which were 
primarily inoffensive, and only sec- 
ondarily designed to educate or to 
stimulate thinking. 

One of the greatest evils of Commu- 
nism is that it discourages the free 
flow of ideas. Root’s book—and the 
textbook censors— would saddle our 
country with this very evil. The de

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2 (AP)— 

A group of lunar experts yester- | 
day recommended the United == 
States push ahead with explora- | 
tion of the moon’s surface by 
remote control without waiting | 
until a man can be landed there. 

‘One of the, Nobel prize win- 
ner Dr. Harold C, Urey, said 
a first step should be to fire a 
vehicle 100 miles above the moon 
to measure its radioactivity. 
Urey and other scientists who 
attended a National Aeronautics 
and Space Agericy conference 
Monday, gave their views at a 
news conference yesterday. 

Dr. Robert Jastrow of NASA 
said that agency hopes to have 
some photographic equipment on 
a lunar satellite; to enable the 
controller on earth to pick out 
a good landing area. 

Dr. Harrison Brown; professor 
of geochemistry. at the California 
Institute of Technology, proposed 
that instruments be sent to the 
moon to determine the chemical 
nature of the moon’s surface. 

The NASA estimated that the 
Atlas-Able moon rocket launch- 
ing program that ended in fail- 
ure last week cost from $12,- 
000 to $15,000,000. 

A spokesman for the agency 
said this figure would include 
the Atlas that blew up in a test 
at Caje Canaveral, Fla., as well 
as the one that lost its plastic. 
covering shortly after launching 
and broke up because of extreme 
air pressures. 

NASA has a_ second lunar) 
probe at Cape Canaveral await- 
ing a launching véhicle. The 
spokesman said another rocket 
will be provided but this will 

take at least two months.

are known throughout their 
neighborhood as the “‘three little 


animals.”” They hit, bite and 
scratch each other, and any 
other children brave enough to 
play with them. They run off 
with other children’s toys and 
break them. . 


Their poor mother is about 
ready to give up. “I’ve tried 
everything,” she told a guidance 
counselor. “Everybody says — 
give them love. But I’ve been 
doing that since the day they 
were born, Tell me, what's 
wrong?” 

The counselor gave her a very 
simple answer. *“‘Love,” he said, 
“is not enough.” 

Love is only half of the pre- 
scription for reducing tensions 
in children. The other half is 
discipline. 

Unfortunately, the word dis- 
cipline has come to mean stern 
and punitive treatment, when 
actually the word comes from 
disciple—one who follows the 
teachings of a leader. It is in 
that sense that the word is used 
here. 

Discipline may mean having 
to punish to stop disobedience. 
But even in its sternest form, it 
should be used to teach the child 
to control his own behavior, and 
not to beat him down. 

At one extreme are parents 
who believe that children should 
have no discipline at all, because 
this might give them ‘‘com- 
plexes.” At the other are parents 


* who think children are “naturally 


bad” and should be watched and 
corrected every step of the way. 

Alicia is 17, and she can’t wait 
for the day when she will go off 
to college, out of reach. of the 
nagging and scolding she’s been 
getting from the time she was an 
infant. “I’ve been made to feel,” 
she told a friend, ‘“‘that every time 
I want to do anything, I’ve got to 
ask my keeper to let me out of 
the cage.” . 

Alicia’s parents mean no harm. 
But they don’t realize that life- 
long policing implies a lack of 
faith in a child’s ability to learn 
and behave himself. 

Children should get only the 
amount of discipline necessary to 
teach them how to live safely and 
at peace with others. When dis- 
cipline goes beyond that, it be- 
comes a burden, and produces 


Child Needs Love, Discipline 


Rules Should Be Used to Teach Control, Not to Beat Him Down 
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are not grown-up enough to 
handle every situation with good 
judgment. 

While we recommend strongly 
that children should be given 
plenty of freedom and initiative 
within their ability, parents shall 
not hesitate to step in when a 
child’s immature judgment is 
leading him toward trouble. Par- 
ents too often are fooled by sur- 
face brashness. While the young 
people will never say so out- 
right, they may welcome paren- 

’ tal interference that will take 
them “off the hook.” 


It is very confusing to a child 
to have his parents say “no” one 
day and “‘yes’’ the next. Children 
can’t build up firm, steady self- 
control when parents don’t give 
them steady guides to go by. If 
Billy is scolded one day for 
smearing up the living room rug 
with his paints, then he should 
be scolded the next time he 
does it. 

An essential part of healthy 
discipline is the teaching of re- 
sponsibility—of which there are 
two kinds. First, they should be 
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which keeps the household in 
operation. Second, they should 
be taught to assure responsibil- 
ity for their own behavior, and

Bloodshot Eyes 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“WHAT IS THE CAUSE of bloodshot eyes? How do you 
avoid them, and how are they treated when they occur? When 
one lasts over a week woud you advise seeing an eye spe- 
cialist? J.R.” 

There’s one: thing about a bloodshot eye: It shows! In 
the eye, the white.of the eye, the tiny accumulation of blood 
under conjunctiva (which is the covering of the eyeball) is 
startlingly apparent although painless. 


What happened? Some of the capillary blood. 
vessels, the invisibly small blood vessels at the surface 
of the eyeball have ruptured. The leakage of blood 
becomes that bright mark we call “bloodshot.” 


There are various underlying causes, which may be as 
simple as a bump or a blow which breaks some of the tiny 
blood vessels. In older people, these vessels become more 
fragile and break more easily. High blood pressure may be

Plans Diets Diabetics Enjoy

BEFORE’ THE DAYS of in-’

As a full-time worker in the 
United Lutheran Church, as- 
signed to hospital, dietetics for 
much of her career, Deaconess 
Maude established a food clinic 
in which she helped work out at- 
tractive recipes and menus with- 


in the medically-prescribed lim-- 


itations of the diabetic’s daily 
food intake. 


He can now eat, with her bless- 
ing, such delicacies as raspber- 
ry parfait, nut torte, berry pie, 
pumpkin custard and banana 
fluff. And if he hankers for 
lemon chiffon pie, she'll try to 
figure out a way to. serve that, 
too. 


Deaconess Maude, who spoke 
in St. Louis recently at a public 
meeting sponsored by the St. 
Louis Diabetic Association, has 
now left hospital dietetics to di- 
rect the Mercer Memorial Con- 
valescent Home in Atlantic 
City, N. J. But she is still con- 
cerned with diets and the special 
needs of her convalescents who 
must watch carefully what they 
eat. 


A cookbook for diebetics, 
using Deaconess Maude’s reci- 
pes and an explanation of diet 
planning, has been published 
by the American Diebetic As- 
sociation. It includes the menu 
mathematics: by which calorie 
and sugar intake can be me- 
ticulously figured, along with 
such dietary aids as holiday 
menus, one-<dish meals, can- 
ning fruits without sugar and 
freezing fruits at home.
